Horse Trader Is Bound to 
Circuit Court on Shoot- 
ing Charge. 


STALE BEER STORY 
IS STUMBLING STEP 


Flash Came From Wagon as 
Shot Pierced Schell's 
Cheek, Is Told. 


Despite the fact that every member 
of the trader's band stoutly denied 
that Franklin 
Lewis 
Daniels 
ever 
owned a revolver the hoi'se dealer was 
bound to circuit court, 
from 
police 
court, Saturday morning, on a charge 
of shooting Alfred Schell, the youth 
who was wounded when riding in an 
automobile past Hesse Cassel, on July 
1. 
Daniels is held in jail under $500 
bond. 


Wailing went up from all members 
of the trader's family when the deci- 
sion of the judge was delivered. 


Daniels asked for a chance to speak 
just before Judge H. W. Kell 
an- 
nounced his 
finding. 
The tall, gaunt, 
nomad arose from his chair, when the 
judge nodded assent to the request. 
In the defendant's arms slept his four- 
year-old son; next to the youngest, of 
the five children. 
Tears rolled down 
the coarse features of the large man 
as he talked. 
He lifted his right hand 
to heaven, pressing the golden haired 
child to his breast with his left arm. 


"I swear to God that I am innocent 
of harming that young man as is this 
baby of mine," faltered the trader. 
There was absolute silence in the court 
room, although forty men were stand- 
ing in the spectator's paddock. 
"I 
have no 
malice towards any man. I 
am perfectly innocent of this crime." 


Daniels seated himself again. 
The 
"Wife buried her swathy face in her 
dark hands. 


"Yes but the beer story gets me," 
broke in the judge. 


The Beer Story, 


It was the beer story which con- 
tributed towards the downfall of Dan- 
iel's defense more than any other bit 
of testimony. 
It was called out by 
the fact that a large revolver 
had 
been picked up by Sheriff Gillie, near 
the camper's wagon on the night of 
the shooting. 
Robert Dinnen, brother 
of Dr. Frank Dinnen, had seen Dan- 
iels toss something bright from tho 
rear of the wagon. 
In the direction 
of the tossing was found the revolver. 


Daniels testified that he threw away 
a beer bottle. 
His story at length re- 
lated to the purchasing of a half dozen 
bottles of beer at Preble on the day 
before July 1. All the bottles but one 
had been drained on the .evening of 
the crime. 
Daniels says he placed the 
last bottle, a third full of the liquid, 
on the rear step of his wagon. 


When the trader was awakened by 
shouting in the school yard at 2 o'clock 
Monday morning. July 2, he arose. 
He 
stooped, as his first act, and 
finished 
drinking the bottle of beer, he says. 
Then he tossed the bottle away from 
his wagon. 
It wa.s the bottle which 
Dinnen 
saw 
flashing 
in the 
dimly 
lighted night, Daniels declares.

Albert Schell,

His face is whitened by the loss 
of blood and confinement in the hos- 
pital. 
He had left the ward on Friday 
evening. 


Schell gave the members of the auto 
party as Lester Somers, 611 Colerick 
street; Edmund Wagner, 3327 Piqua 
avenue; 
Isadore 
Klemricher, 
South 
Calhoun street, and Zoyral Elder, 2824 
Jones street. 
Schell sat in the front 
seat at the right side of Somers, who 
was at the wheel. 


Somers liad a revolver. 
It is a 32 
caliber gun, a grain smaller than the 
one found near 
Daniels' wagon. 
It 
would have been physically impossible 
for Somers to have shot Schell in the 
right cheek, the state contended. 


Schell testified that he looked to- 
wards the trader's camp, craning his 
neck from the machine. 
There was a 
fiash of fire. Schell felt a burning sen- 
sation through his face. 
He was un- 
able to move. 
He could hear the en- 
gine of the car running but could not 
talk. 
The car bounded over a rough 
place in the road. 
Schell fell half out 
of the car and dangled helplessly. 


"Alfred is shot," exclaimed Somers, 
and stopped the car. 


Not at Close Range. 


Other members of the auto party told 
about rushing Schell to the hospital. 
Dr. J. Frank Dinnen, who has treated 
the patient, said that Schell could not 
have been shot at close range from the 
markings on the face. 


Members of Daniels' 
family were 
c.alled to the stand. 
The father does 
not have a revolver, they all said. 


The revolver 
found near 
Daniels' 
wagon was produced. 


"Is this your gun?" asked Attorney 
Byron Hayes, who assisted Prosecutor 
Fi"ank Emrick in the prosecution. 


"No, sir," fairly shouted the trader. 
He shook his head violently. 
"I never 
had a revolver about the wagon." 


Storie.s of 
pistols in 
the trader's 
camp were passed from one member 
of the party to another. 
Daniels said 
he had no weapon but he had heard 
that Charles Ellison, 19, a youth who 
travels with the company, had a 22 
caliber gun. 
Ellison stated, that be 
had no revolver, but that Paul Daniels, 
aged 8, had a top pi.stol. 


Is Very Kmotioiial. 


Mr.s. Daniels was the most emotional 
witne.ss of the day. 
She rocked from 
side to side as she talked. 
She con- 
tinually watclied the 
husband while 
she answered the question.s put to her. 


"I don't allow cards or guns about 
the wagon. 
I am afraid of both of 
them." said the small dark woman. 


"My old man was not outside the 
•wagon after he went to befl at 8 o'clock 
that night. 
Neither was nary one of 
the youngsters," she told. 


Sometimes Mrs. Daniels wept. 
She 
screamed when told that her husband 
must return to jail. 


Attorney Stephen Callahan, repre- 
senting Daniels, made a stubborn bat- 
tle for the rights of his client through- 
out the preliminary heartng.

wane 
around here. 
Damage cases 
against companies that indulge in this 
system are making it unpopular. 


One of the latest suits filed is that

of Eugene R. Adams, 
who partici- 
pated in a film production of a Roman 
chariot race. 
He was run over, and 
sued the Crest Film company for $20.- 
000 damages. 
Another suit for 56,100 
was filc4 against the Sunshine Com- 
edy corporation, a Fox company, by 
Joseph Miller, who claimed injuries 
through collapse of a grandstand dur- 
ing a film production. 


Leo Houck, who "doubled" for Vic 
Potell, leading man, was hurt so seri- 
ously that he was laid up for five 
weeks. 


The greatest number of Injuries are 
sustained in comedy work. 
Billy Wil- 
liams, world's champion springboard 
diver,'- Is another 
"double" who has 
been hurt several times. 
Once 
he 
rode a torpedo through the side of a 
"break-away" ship and received many 
briiiseii. 
Another time he was tied to 
the arm of a huge windmill and when 
ho had been swung to the top of it, 
the wire which held him broke and 
he fell through the roof of the house 
below. 
This laid him up for several 
weeks, with broken ribs and 
other 
hurts. 


About a week ago, a movie "dou- 
ble." dressed in skirts, hung dangling 
from .1 bridge in front of an approach- 
ing train. 
Something gave way—he 
fell—the engine killed him. 


Not often does a star take a dan- 
gerous part. Usually some "unknown" 
from tho ranks of the extras who is 
ai'.xlous to get 
ahead is glad to "dou- 
ble" for the star. 
He dons the celeb- 
rity's costume and does his dangerous 
stunt, partly because 
he needs tho 
money and partly because he considers 
it a 
chance for 
something better. 
Countless doubles have been seriously 
hurt and a few have been killed. 


"The scene in which I was hurt was 
supposed to be funny," said llouck.

He rose in the 
political skyline a sudden light. 
Men 
called him a genius. 
He was nothing 
but a patient worker, a painstaking, 
self-taught boy. 


The boy who sows will reap, and 
reap what he sows, and success comes 
of sowing. 
The boy who works will 
succeed and succeed in the measure 
that he works, and success comes of 
the working. 


"But," says some young reader, "I 
am poor and unfortunate. 
I would 
be successful, but I am hemmed in on 
every side." 
Do not 
despair. 
Do 
something. 
Work, trust, wait. 
You 
will win. 


Liet us in fancy, my young friends, 
go and visit the home of one poor 
boy. 
The place, Plymouth, England, 
with Its smoky streets and foamy har- 
bor; the time, about a hundred and 
fourteen years 
ago; the 
house, a 
hovel; the family, tattered, distressed, 
with hungry faces, hopeless, woebe- 
gone; the boy, John Kitto. 


He Is tender at heart, but he has 
no friends; he is a lover of books, but 
finds no teacher. 
He makes the best 
use of the few books that he has; he 
reads them and spells them and learns 
them with the quenchless zeal of one 
whose life is so sunless, so dreary. He 
spends his days In carrying brick and 
mortar for his father, who Is a stone- 
mason. 
He is slender for such hard 
work, and young, only ten or twelve. 
There were no daisied walks for his 
bare feet, no 
fields 
sprinkled 
with 
flowers and gladdened by the song of 
birds. 
He sees little but the windy 
harbor and hears little save the com- 
plaints of the wretched at home, and 
far off the moaning of the waves on 
the bar. 


Poor little boy! 
He is 13 now, and 
he works at carrying slate up the lad- 
der to the roof, not an easy or desir- 
able employment for 
a boy of his 
years. 
One day he becomes weary. 
In stepping from the ladder to the roof 
his foot slips, he loses his balance and 
falls thirty feet to the pavement with 
his burden of slate. 


They took him up and carried him 
home, thinking he was dying and say- 
ing that he would die. 
We should not 
wonder if they hoped he would die, 
for the family could hardly find bread 
for those who toiled from sun to sun, 
much less for the helpless 
invalid. 
But he did not die. 
Would you like 
to hear his own story of this accident? 


"Of what 
followed," 
he 
said, 
"I 
know nothing. 
For one moment. 
In- 
deed, I awoke from a deathlike state 
and found that my father, attended 
by a crowd 
of people, was bearing 
me home In his arms; but I had no 
recollection of 
what had 
happened 
and at once relapsed into a state of 
unconsciousness. 
In this condition I 
remained for a fortnight. 
Those days 
were 
a blank 
in my life. 
When I 
awoke one morning to consciousness, 
it was as If from a night of sleep. My 
hearing was entirely gone. I saw peo- 
ple around me talking to one another, 
but thought that, out of regard to my 
feeble condition, they spoke in whis- 
pers, because 
I heard them 
not. 
I 
asked for a book I had been reading 
on the day of my accident. 
I was an- 
swered by signs. 
'Why do you not 
speak?' I asked. 
'Pray, let me have 
the book.' 
A member of the family 
wrote upon a slate that the book had 
been taken away by its owner. 
'But 
why do you write?' I asked. 
'Why do 
you not speak?' Those around me ex- 
changed looks of concern. 
Then the 


slate was handed me with the awful 
words: 
'You are deaf.' 


Poor, deaf 
and 
little 
cared 
for. 
What a forlorn condition! 
He could 
not help his father now. 
But he re- 
solved to work, even on the bed of 
pain. 
He borrowed books and began 
to store his mind. 
This he continued 
to do until his strength in a measure 
returned again. 
His 
hearing 
never 
returned. 
The world was all silent to 
him like a dumb show. 
But he lived; 
why, no one could tell. 
It was not 
because he was wanted in the world, 
for 
he was a burden. 
His parents 
were unable to support him any long- 
er, and they made known their situa- 
tion to the overseers of the poor, who 
took the deaf little lad away from his 
home and what little charms it had— 
it must have had some—and put him 
in 
the 
workhouse. 
Here 
he 
was 
taught to make shoes. 
He worked 
hard, and he knew not why; he spent 
every leisure moment in improving his 
mind. 
After a while he was appren- 
ticed to a shoemaker, a hard man who 
had no feeling for the 
sad-hearted 
deaf 
boy and who used him 
like a 
dog. 
He treated him so ill that the 
magistrates interfered and took him 
away. 
He used to work sixteen hours 
a day, but in the remaining eight he 
took an hour for the improvement of 
his mind. 


At last he began to write for a Plym- 
outh journal, and his ability so ex- 
cited public attention that people be- 
ban to feel kindly toward him and to 
assist him. 
They 
lent him 
Greek 
books, and he learned Greek; books 
on modern tongues and the sciences, 
and he mastered them. 
He became a 
teacher, a traveler, a theologian, an 
Oriental scholar, and the author of 
books to be found in every library. 


Reviewing the past, he said at the 
end of a long, useful life: 
"It does 
somewhat move me to look back upon 
that poor, deaf boy, in his utter lone- 
liness, devoting himself to objects in 
which no one around him could sym- 
pathize and to pursuits which none 
could understand. 
When 
I 
was 
a 
shoemaker's apprentice, I worked six- 
teen hours out of twenty-four, and my 
heart 
gave way. 
Now that I look 
back upon this time the amount of 
study I did contrive to get through, 
under circumstances, amazes and con- 
founds me." 


The world is full 
of disappointed 
men. The poor, deaf boy of the Plym- 
outh 
workhouse 
is 
not 
among 
them. 
He sowed in the 
darkness; 
he reaped in the sunlight. 
We doubt 
if any of our young readers ever had 
a lot like his. Work, trust, wait.

The army and navy department of 
the Young Men's Christian association 
is mobilizing its forces rapidly for the 
war with Germany. 


For every brigade 
of about 5,000 
men It will have a staff of five trained 
secretaries. 
Even before war was de- 
clared 150 men of experience 
were 
giving their entire time to the army 
and navy work of the Young Men's 
Christian association. 
In addition to 
these specialists, it may call upon the 
staffs of practically every association 
in the United States for special serv- 
ice, and ther are over 2,000 such asso- 
ciations in this country having over 
4,000 employed officers. 


Under normal conditions the annual 
budget of the army and navy depart- 
ment amounts to $350,000. 
A special 
war budget has been raised for our 
war with Germany. 
The department 
spent $300,000 
in its work 
on the 
Mexican border while the American 
soldiers were there. 


The mobilization plans include be- 
sides the personnel of the headquar- 
ters organization, an equipment for 
each brigade of a building with a big 
assembly room, a series 
of smaller 
rooms, a motion picture layout, or- 
gan, chairs 
and other 
features to 
make the building a great social cen- 
ter. 
The department will set up these 
equipments In recruiting camps, train- 
ing camps, permanent garrisons and 
stations, and in mobilization centers. 


It will also be organized to accom- 
pany expeditionary forces across the 
water if necessary. Wounded men and 
men on furlough will be loolced after 
by a highly organized group. 


In general, the program of the army 
and navy department will include be- 
sides the headquarters and amusement 
places already referred to, consider- 
able plane for the soldiers and sail- 
ors' recreational life, and much will 
be done In the field of instruction. 


This instl-uction will deal with the 
Intellectual, physical, hygienic and re- 
ligious welfare of the men. 
It is prob- 
able that when the soldiers are sta- 
tioned at any particular point for a 
considerable period of time industrial 
and general educational classes will 
be organized. 


But chief among the elements of 
education will be the 
physical and 
moral training for military prepared- 
ness. 
The association believes in this 
kind of preparation and it has the 
hearty endorsement of this phase of 
its work from the chief officials in the 
army and navy. 
It is believed by the 
association that only as a soldier is 
morally and physically fit can he be 
ready for the most effective service.

It is as if a fur- servo behind the counters, 
nace Tiad all 
the 
drafts open with the fire pot piled 
high with live coal and all the hot 
air flues closed. 
Immense heat would 
be generated and all of it would be 
confined to tho furnace, which would 
get white hot and be in danger of 
melting. 


Heat of a boiling, torrid sun throws 
the delicate nerve tissues controlling 
the elimination of heat in the body 
out of gear and the human brain fur- 
nace is then in danger of destruction. 
Death in sunstroke occurs from para- 
lysis of the breathing apparatus and 
paralysis of the heart. 


Treatment of sunstroke should rest 
upon immediate 
medical 
attention. 
While a physician is being summoned 
a piece of ice rolled in cloth or paper 
should be placed at the back of the 
victim's neck. 
Ice should also be ap- 
plied to the head. 
Active friction of 
the limbs and body brings the circu- 
lation to the surface, where it can be 
cooled by further rubbing with pieces 
of ice. 


Heat exhaustion is quite a different 
matter 
from sunstroke. 
Symptoms 
are those of collapse and the patient 
is restless and anxious. 
Call a doc- 
tor quick is the rule in both heat ex- 
haustion and sunstroke.

One cannot 
Judge the 
purity of 
water by its looks. 
Things visible to 
the naked eye are usually harmless. 
The Invisible germs of disease are by 
far the more injurious to human be- 
ings. 


Most people feel that drinking water 
is safe to use if it is cool, clear, spark- 
ling and free from color or odor. 
Such 
is not the case. 
Even the sparkje 
may be due to decomposition products. 
The babbling brook usually contains 
more dangerous bacteria than standing 
water. 
Streams do not purify them- 
selves by 
flowing 
over 
their rocky 
beds. 
The mistaken notion that they, 
do is responsible for a great deal of 
vacation typhoid fever. 


The safest method of destroying dis- 
ease germs In water is by actual boil- 
ing. 
Boiling the water for five min- 
utes will kill the germs of typhoid and 
allied diseases. 
Chlorine may also be 
used to disinfect the water.

Magnificent Service of the 
y. M. C. A. at Front is 
Almost Unknown Story to 
the People of America. 


(By KENNETH W. PAINE.) 


(Staff Correspondence.) 


London, July 14.—Here's a tip for 
you fellows wTio are coming over to 
France in Uncle Sam's first army: 


Make yourselves solid with the Y. 
M. C. A. 


The magnificent service of the Y. 
M. C. A. to the men at the front is 
almost an unknown story in America, 
and yet it is of prime importance to 
the soldiers over here 
in their few 
leisure moments. 


Whatever they want, from tea or 
coffee and cigaretts to entertainment 
and sociability, ^hey can find it at a 
Y. M. C. A. hut. 
And there are 429 
Y. M. C. A. huts in France alone. 


A Y. M. C. A. hut is normally a 
frame structure of one or two rooms 
which serve for almost anything from 
cafeteria 
to dormitory. 
But in its 
variations the Y. M. C. A. hut takes 
strange 
forms. 
Sometimes it 
is a 
ruined barn. 
Sometimes It is an old 
movie theater, or a section of the town 
hall of a half-destroyed village. 


Getting closer to the firing line, you 
find the Y. M. C. A. established in 
cellars and dug-outs. 
There are 37 
of the latter variety of underground 
recreation places situated in the bom- 
barded 
areas 
or 
actually 
In 
the 
trenches! 


One of these dug-out "Y. M.'s" dis- 
tributed 26,000 cups of hot cocoa in a 
single week to the men in the neigh- 
boring trenches. 
Another runs a little 
moving picture performance, and a 
third, by means of a phonograph and 
the field telephone service has been 
giving a concert for men at various 
posts for miles up and down the front! 


There are nearly 800 workers car- 
rying on this social service for the 
British army in France alone. 
About 
300 of the workers are women, who 


There are 
other important Y. M. C. A. centers 
at Salonika, Malta and in Egypt and 
Mesopotamia. 
The Y. M. C. A. was 
established in Bapaume the first day 
following its occupation, and during 
the course of 
the Arras 
push-over 
$20,000 was spent giving soldiers free 
refreshments. 


More than 50,000 books have been 
sent out to the front in ten weeks past, 
so that Tommy can find a fair sized 
library at almost any "Y. M." hut he 
drops into. 
The writing rooms are 
among the most useful branches of the 
work. 
The quantity of free stationery 
.supplied the men by the Y. M. C. A. 
has risen now to 15,000,000 pieces per 
month. 
Indicative of the number of 
men who are helped by the work is 
the Y. M. C. A.'s war roll, a terse 
statement of faith, which now bears 
over 250,000 names.

map out the air for Its Hying 
men. 


The aerologlcal division of the Weather 
Bureau Is to co-operate with the avia- 
tion sections of the army and navy, and 
til* work will be under way In a lew 
weeks. 


Here's the Wea. 
Suppose a n aviator at the navy train- 
ing station at Pensacola has been ordered 
to fly to the big- training- carap near Chat- 
tanooga. 
If there is an aerologlcal sta- 
tlou at the camp, its chief will be able to 
ten him the direction and velocity of the 
nlr currents for a large territory. 
With 
this Information he 
can 
set his 
com- 
pass so the wind drift does not carry him 
oft his course, and he will know whether 
thu wind will help or retard his trip and 
•o know the approximate time of his ar- 
,rival. 


t t i i aerologlcal chief, by examining his 
'telegraphic report from the chief at tho 
Chattanooga 
station, 
can 
describe 
the 
air cui-rents that the aviator will nieei 
alcr-; the northern half of the trip. 


The Pensacola chief can also describe 
exactly the sort of conditions the llyinar 
man will meet one mile up, two miles up. 
and any distance up to twenty miles, 
it 
there is a squall or windstorm at Pen- 
Bccola at the time, the chief can tell the 
aviBtor how far up he has to go to get 
atove the storm. 
If the flying man wants 
to know the temperatures he will find at 
one mile, or two miles up, or more, the 
chlet 
can tell him that, 
too. 


Thie is only part of the Information an 
aeroloerical station can give to an airman. 
anA it Is even more Invaluable on a battle 
' ti-CBt, Of course. 


Op to this time the airmen of the Unit- 


Aím£'rjifûUT" 


€<t States—professionals and 
amateurs— 
have been getting only scraps of Informa- 
tloii about conditions they would meet In 
dlflerent 
localities. 
All 
airmen 
know 
«on-.ething of aerial conditions from ex- 
perience, and the Weather Bureau 
has 
8ur.plled a little information, but 
there 
has been no scientific or thorough 
re- 
search into conditions up above. 


"Work in Germany. 


One result of this lack of Information 
was the long list of fatalities at Pensa- 
cola and San Diego; another result wa.s 
America 
lagging 
behind 
the 
European 
countries In aviation. 


Germany was dotted with aerologlcal 
stations—at least a score of them—long 
before the war. and her professors were 
studying aerial conditions night and day. 
The professors became a s familiar with 
the aerial roads as they were with the 
land roads. 
Up to the day the war start- 
ed the reports of German 
explorations 
CP me to the aerological division of the 
Weather Bureau in Washington with reg- 
ularity. 
They 
\\ere leading the 
world 
with their discoveries. 


I' wa.sn't until the special session of 
Congress this spring that the 
Weather 
E t r e a u could get an adequate appropri- 
atior for aerial exploration. 


"Give us only |100,000 for exploration," 
said Chief William R. Blair of the aero- 
logical division, "and It will save the lives 
of hundreds ot American aviators. 
The 
men at the army and navy training sta- 
tions are begging for Information, to pro- 
tect themselves, and -wc don't have the 
fi> d u t i e s to get 
the 
Information 
they 
need." 


Station in Nebrai&a. 


The appropriation 
of JIOO.OOO pasBefl, 
the bill readlngr "ior aerologlcal work In^ 


aio of aeronautics," and the money was 
available July 1. 


In anticipation of this fund. Chief Blair 
of the aerologlcal division prepared 
lo 
start the work at once, the 
immedlaro 
object being to place aerological stations 
at Pensacola, San Diego. Mineóla and ail 
the emergency stations where men will 
bp trained for flying. 
Each station will 
care for such a sufficiently wide 
area 
that. If they are well scattered, 
twenty 
stations will cover the entire country. 


The Drexel Aerological Station in Ne- 
braska will give an idea of what the sta- 
tions are like and the sort of exploration 
work that Is done. 


Ihe 
first aerological 
station, 
by 
the 
way. was at Mount Weather, about fifty 
miles west of Washington In the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. 
It 
was 
abandoned, 
however, because of abnormal 
weather 
conditions, and the Drexel station open«d 
In Nebraska about two years ago. 


The arniy has a balloon experimental 
station at Fort Omaha, which Is only 
several miles from the Drexel 
station, 
and the two stations have been co-oper- 
ating fo. two .years. Another reason that 
the station was located In Nebraska Is 
because li Is a flat country, where weath- 
er conditions are similar to the 
enu. 
Middle West. 


The Drexel station was opened by Chle 
Rlali. a m he makes frequent trips t h e n 
to keep In close touch with the explora- 
tion w^ork that Is being done. 
The gov- 
e m m e n t 
purchased 
a 
forty-acre 
f a r m 
there, 
and 
on 
it 
were 
a 
farmhouse, 
where the aerologlcal experts now live; 
a granary that Is used a s a kite shed, a 
carpenter shop. In which kites are bullí, 
and a power plant. The entire forty acres 
are in one field, and In the center of It 


a Bmall roundhouse, in which is a mo-

tor, a drum, miles of wire and some In- 
sinmients used in flying kites. 


The balloons and kites are sent up with

Sometimes when this -wire Is drawn 
back. It Is covered with Ice and workmen 
sweep away bucketfulis from beneath the 
drum.

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SWEET POTATOES A NEGLECTED SOURCE OF FOOD 


Sweet Pbtatoes Are, in Point of Vrfae, the Second Most Imports Tmck Crop in the United 


S t a t e s , Being Exceeded Only ^ Iri^ Potatoes — Tlie ProihKrtk^ 


Can and Should Be iDcxaeased Greatly, 


Sweet potatoes can be made an tan-^ 
Mirtaat and ctaeap source of fbofl. 
It 
is quite easy to increase tbe acreage 
eoormously and the adoption of better 
methods 
of 
handling 
and 
storhig 
would improve the product to soch an 
extent 
thart the 
demand would 
be 
greatly stimulated. 


Storing sweet potatoes has always 
been a more diffictrit problem than 
producing them. 
A large part of the 
Bouthem crop is kept in pits and 
banks, with the result that probably 
thirty per cent of the potatoes decay 
and even those which are fit to put 
on the market do not keep weU. More- 
over, the pits and banks can not be 
opened during wet or rainy weather 
without risk of injuring all the stock 
in them, so that it is not uncommon 
for growers to be unable, becajise of 
weather conditions, to get out their 
potatoes at the very time that tho 
market demand for them is greatest. 


These difficulties can be done away 
with to a great extent by the proper 
use, management and construction of 
sweet potato storage h o u ^ . 
Records 
covering the storage in such buildings 
of 228.318 bushels of potatoes for an 
average period of 124 days show the 
average decay to be only 2.45 per cent. 
If they were to be adopted generally 
by growers in the south, it is estimated 
that at least ten million dollars would 
: c added to the value of the crop each 
year. 


The sweet potato is, however, like 
practically all other crops, subject to 
disease in the field as well as to decay 
in storage. 
Black rot, scairf and soft 
rot are foœid wherever the crop is 
grown. 
Stem rot. foot rot and other 
diseases of minor importance are se- 
vere only hi isolated centers and, with 
the exception of foot rot, all the dis- 
eases do more damage In the north, 
where tbe crop ts grown intenatvoly, 
than in the sonth. 
In the north the 
loss from disease Is e s t i m ^ d at from 
ten to forty per cent of the annoal 
crop; in the south, including storage 
diseases, at from ten to twenty per 
cent. 


It must be remembered, too. that 
the value of sweet potatoes as feed 
for live stock is not yet 
generally 
understood. 
Three to four bushels 
are the equivalent of a bushel of corn 
f'^r hogs and in connection with rich 
• entrâtes the potatoes are a good 
I for cattle. 
On light soils that 
' 
rîuce from 20 to 25 busbels of com, 
same car© and attention will ro- 


II 100 to 200 busheie of sweet pota- 


Finally, it is not unlikely that 
artificial drying a prodnct may bo 
lined which will keep as long as 
V sired and, because of its reduced 
k, may be sMpped long distances 


percentage of loss. 
In storage, 
the- tempenctare at which the potatoes 
are kept Is also an Important factor in 
determining their keeping 
qualities. 
Growers-ebould be sure before digging 
that the roots are mature, and they 
should^ select a time when the ground 
is dry and the day bright. 
If frost 
nips the plants, the roots should be 
dug within the next few days and, if 
this is impossible, the dead 
plants 
should be cut oif at the ground with 
a hoe so that in rotting they will not 
carry the decay to the roots. 


Care should'f>e taken in plowing oat 
the potatoes to avoid all bruising by 
contact between the implements used 
ai»d the roots. 
The soil should then 
be scratched away from the potatoes 
and they should be left exposed for 


. a comparativeiy low coBt. 
Govem- 
ncnt experiments along this line, how- 
( vT. have not been carried far enough 
as yet to recommend drying on a com- 
merrial scale. 


Sweet potatoes must be harvested 
and stored with the utmost care, if 
their production is to prove profitable. 
Any bruising of the roots, either In the 
field or in storage, will greatly increase

several hoars to dry. 
Picking ^bpntd 
be in padded boxes, baskets, or crates. 
The roots should be carefully placod, 
not thrown into the picking recepta- 
cles. 
Although sweet potatoes do not 
have the appearance of being easily 
injured, they require, in fact, as care- 
ful handling as oranges and apples. 


Handling should be minimized to aa 
great an extent as possible. 
This 
makes destmble a rough sorting in the 
field by placing the largest potatoes in 
cTie picking container, the smallest in 
another, and the bruised roots in a 
third. In no case should sacks be used 
either as temporaiy containers or for 
marketing purposes. 
Diseased pota- 
toes Bbotild be placed in none of the 
assortments. 
Such roots should not be 
left permanently in tbe fi^ld, however, 
to contaminate the soil, but should bo 
gathered and fed to pigs. 


Proper storage facilities are valuable 
to the gBower in that they do away 
with the necessity of selling the crop 
on dig^g^g, greatly lessen the heavy 
losses sustained when the primitive 
storage method of burying the pota- 
toes is employed, and permit holding 
for good prices in winter or spring. 
A storage house should have double 
walls to insnlate against heat 
and 


cold and a false floor to faeflitate 
ventilation. 
A stove should be in- 
Stalled for supplying artificial heat. If 
bins are used, they should have slatted 
sides, further to facilitate a circulation 
of air. 


Sweet potatoes may be satisfactorily 
stored'in -bills, but where economically 
practicable it, is advisable to store in 
cratos or hampets, since such a prac- 
tice i^ednces pressure on the roots, per- 
mits better ventilation, and confines 
such. rotting as may start to a rela- 
tively • restricted space. 
In some sec- 
tions the potatoes are stored In the 
hampers in which they are to be mar- 
keted, 
being 
remove€ 
just 
before 
shipment and resorted. 


Where storage is to te in bh»a or 
other receptacles these slMSuki, If they 
have been used before, be thoroughly 
disinfected by spraying wtth sohitions 
of formalin or copper sulphate. 
The 
former should be used in the propor- 
tion of 1 pint to 30 gallons of water. 
The copper snlphate should be used 
at the rate of 1 pound to 25 gallons 
of water. 
With either solution a sec- 
ond spraying should be g^iven after 
24 hours. 


When first placed in the storage 
house sweet potatoes should be cured 
by being kept, by the use of a fire, in 
a temperature of from 80 degrees to 
90 degrees'®'. 
This curing tempera- 
tnre should be maintained for from 
10 days to 2 weeks and should then 
be gradually reduced to about 55 de- 
grees, and kept at as near this point 
as possible^ 
After this, the ventila- 
tors should be left open during the 
day in clear, warm weather, and kept 
closed during the nights and in damp 
or rainy weather. 
When the tem- 
perature in the house goes below 50 
degrees 
the house should be opened 
if the outside temperature is higher, 
or a fire should be started to raise 
the temperature to the desired i>oint, 
since once the potatoes have become 
thoroughly^ chilled their quality is im- 
paired and they are more susceptiblo 
to deca^- 
In order to maintain the 
proper temperatures, farmers should 
install accurate thermometers in their 
storage houses.

properly in cases for shipment, Jn 
handling the cases as fragile ship- 
ments, will greatly lessen this enor- 
mous and important wsiste of valuable 
food. It is urged, therefore, that every 
one who has anything to do with get- 
ting eggs to the storage markets exer- 
cise unusual care this year to prevent 
them from being even checked- 
Once 
an 
egg 
shell 
is cracked, 
even 
so 
slightly that the eye can not see It. 
germs and molds find ready entrance 
into the egg and spoil its contents. 
Nature has provided the egg with a 
delicate protective, gelatinous coat- 
ing. which as long as it is intact tends 
to keep out air and germs. 
Once this 
coating is pierced, the keeping quality 
of the egg is lessened immediately. 
Five per cent of the 
2,400,000,000 
doasen eggs put in cold storage, the 
specialists 
find, 
spoil 
because 
they 
were checks; that Is, eggs so slightly 
cracked that they could not be de- 
tected in quick handling daring the 
spring rush of storing tbe balk of eggs 
for winter use. 


BREES) MJmES TO GOOD SIRES. 


There has never been a time when 
the sires to which mares are to be 
bred should be more carefully con- 
sidered than the present year. 
The 
last five years have seen a gradually 
increasing difference between the price 
of good and of inferior horses.

the last year those horses and mules 
which were good enough to do some 
Job well have found ready sale, while 
others have been a drug on the mar- 
ket, and have lost money'for the men 
who produced them.

Unless a Little Care is Exerci^ in Regard to ^ 
Time of Harvesting and the Height 
: tlie

Examination of hundreds of acres 
of sweet clover in different sections 
of the United States during 1915 and 
191S showed that the stand on at 
least 50 per cent of the fields was 
parUy or enUrely killed by cutting 
the -first crop of the second season too 
close to the ground. 
To prevent the 
loss of stands, farmers should exam- 
ine the fields carefully before mowing 
to determine the height at which the 
plants should be cut. 
At least one 
healthy bud or young branch should 
be lef¿ on each stub. 
In fact, the 
plants should be cut several inches 
above the young shoots or buds, as the 
stubble may die bock from 1 to 3 
inches if they are cut during damp or 
rainy weather. 


Because of tbe dlfferrace in the 
growth that sweet clover 
makes on 
different types of soil and because o£ 
the difference in thickness of stands 
In different fields, it is impossible to 
state definitely the proper height^ to 
cut the first crop the second season 
when a second crop is to be. expected. 
When the field contains a good stand 
and when the plants have made no 
more than a 30-inch growth, a 5 to 
6-incb stubble usually will be suffi- 
cient to insure a second crop. 
When 
fields contain very heavy stands—15 
to 25 plants to the square foot—it may 
be necessary to leave an 8-inch stub- 
ble. 
When the plants have been per- 
mitted 
to 
make 
a 
36 
to 
40-inch 
growth, a stubble 10 to 12 inches high 
should be left. 
In semi-arid regions 
where the plants do not make 
as 
rapid growth as in humid sections, 
they may, as a rule, be cut somewhat 
ckMier to the ground without Injury. 


The proper time to cut the 
first 
crop the second season will vary in 
different localities, 
depending 
upon 
the rainfall, the temperature, and the 
fertility of the soil. 
In no 
event 
should the plants be allowed to show 
flower buds or become woody before 
mowing. 
On fertile, well-limed soils 
in many sections, a very rapid growth 
is made in the spring, and often the 
plants will not show flower buds until 
about 5 feet high. 
On such soils it is 
essential that the first crop be cut 
when the plants are no more than 
30 to 32 inches high. If hay is de- 
sired which is not stemmy, and if a 
second growth is to bo exi>ected. 
In 


of the year of seedhig. 
A stubble 4 
or S Inches high, however, will serve 
to hold drifting isnow and* undoubtedly 
will be of some help in protecting the 
plants from winter Injury. 


In some sections of the country it 
is difficult to cure sweet clover hay 
because the stand is ready to cut at 
a time of the year when weather con- 
ditions are likely to be unfavorable 
for hay making. 
Succulent 
plants, 
like sweet clover, can not be cured 
into hay of good quality unless excel- 
lent weather conditions prevail dur- 
ing the haying period. 
One of the 
most successful methods for hand- 
ling sweet clover hay is to allow the 
plants to remain in the swath until 
they are well' wilted or just before 
the leaves begin to cure. 
The hay 
should then be raked into windrows 
and cocked at once. The cocks should 


hawd. poorly evntvsted soSs 
wlien 
other legumes would fail. 
The plant 
Is readfiT eaten by ulock, althoagfi- 
they may have to acqatre a taste for 
It 
It is desicaU« mat stock be pa», 
tured on It early in the spring befora 
other cloven appear in order tMit 
tl»ey may l e a n to Uk» it. 
The data 
as to tl» value of sweet clover for 
stock feeding are somewhat conflict-i 
Ing, stock eating it with great relDA 
In some instances and absolutely 
fartng it In others.

If tbe same 
Is to be kept In sweet clov«r for UM— 
than two years only two crops shonid 
be cut for hay each season and tJui 
third aUowed to form seed.

be made as high and as narrow as pos- 
sible, as this will permit better ven- 
tilation. 
In curing, the cocks will 
shrink 
from 
one-third 
to 
one-hair 
their original siie. 
It may take ten 
days to two weeks to core sweet clover 
by this method, but when well cured 
all the leaves will be intact and the 
hay will have an excellent color and 
aroma. 
When sweet clover is cocked 
at the proper time, the leaves will 
cure flat and In such a manner^ that 
the cocks will readily shed water dur- 
ing heavy rains. 


In stacking sweet clover, a cover 
should be provided either in the form 
of a roof, a canvas, or long, green 
grass. 
A foundation of rails, posts, or 
boards. Is desirable, as this will per- 
mit the circulation of air under the 
stack. 
No Instances of spontaneous 
combustion in sweet clover hay have 
been noted, but this may be due to 
the 
fact 
that 
comparatively 
little 
sweet clover hay Is stored in bams. 
Hie same precautions in this regard 
should be taken with sweet clover hay 
as with red clover or alfalfa. 


Sweet clover is a perennial legume, 
valued highly for green manuring, but 
is also valuable as a forage and bee 
plant. 
The leaves resemble those of 
alfalfa. 
It Is a rank grower, even on 


Proso, or broom-cam mlllat. Is 


distinctively a grain mQlet. and it haa 
been used to some extent in North 
Dakota and South Dakota as a gndn 
crop. 
Trials of the grain of broom- 
corn millet and the foxtail nolllets ta 
rations for hogs and beef catt3e Indi- 
cate that it is much less- valuable 
than com for this purpose and do«a 
not equal barley as a flesh prodocec. 
The South Dakota Agricidtural E^xi^ 
riment 
Station found that It taak 
about 8 per cent more millet tlHB 
barley to produce a pound of gain. , 
and on this basis it would be about IS 
per cent less efficient than com aa a 
hog feed. 
The meat produced by mil- 
let contained a greater percentage of 
lean than that produced by otker 
feeds, and the fat was softer. 
For 
feeding steers it required 37 per oarnt 
more millet than com to produce a 
pound of gain, 29 per cent more tbmm 
oats, and 22 per cent more than spelL

Feed the Legumes 


Every 
progressive 
farmer 
n o w 
knows that leguminous crops are an 
i-ffcctive way of maintaining soil fer- 
' liry and for this reason the acreage 
n them is constantly increasing. 
If 
iho whole crop is plowed under, how- 
ever, it is evident that there can be no 
revenue from the land that year. 
It is 
much more profitable, therefore, to 
pasture the land and then to plow 
under what remains of the crop to- 
gether with the manure that is left on 
the ground. 


Barnyard manure contains a large 
proportion of the fertilizing value of 
the substances fed the animals. 
In 
the effect upon fertiHty, t-herefore, it 
makes comparatively little difference 
whether the crop or the manure it 
produces is returned to the soli. What 
difference does exist is much more 
then ofEset by the profit that should 
accompany the proper management of 
live stock. 


All legumes make good pasturage 
and their" use for this purpose will 
minimize the need for more expen- 
sive feedstuff». 
The extent to which 
this is done is one of the great factors 
that make for success in the live stock 
industry. 
The efficient use of all farm 
roughage, such as straw and stover, 
and of leguminous crops will provide 
the farmer with much ^valuable feed 
which may be said to cost him little or 
nothing, for "giving It to animals does 
not materiaUy lessen Its fertflizing 
value 
and 
under 
ordinary 
circum- 
stances no direct cash returns are to 
be expected from iL

Don't Waste Your Feed 


With tho high price of butter and 
the price of feed for dairy cows soar- 
ing upward, the question of the profit- 
able 
or 
unprofitable

Do not go right 
along feeding a lot of scrub cows that 
cost more than they earn. 
If you 
have ten cows and the tester shows 
that four of them do not produce 
enough milk to pay for their keep, 
why not sell them and put the pro- 
ceeds into one good cow?

cow would save the loss of the feed 
consumed by three of the cows and 
give you a good profit each 
year. 
Convert the robber cows Into beef at 
once,

BA1> EGG ABrrHKETIIG. 


More than one-stxtii, 17 per cent, of 
the annoal egg output of Missouri is 
lost through carelessi>ees. 
According 
to figures supplied by H. I* Kempster, 
professor of poultry husbandry In the 
University of Missouri College of Agri- 
culture, Missouri hem produce 1.332,- 
000,00« eggs a year. 
Of this number, 
17 per cent, or 228,440,000 eggs, are 
lost through spoilage and breakage. 
These 226.44Q,0(M) eggs would weigh 
28,305.000 
pounds. 
They 
represent 
141,525,000 pounds of chicken feed and 
the output of 2,264,400 hens. 
If all 
the eggs wMch are now wasted in 
Missouri were conserved, there would 
be one 
extra egg for every 
man, 
woman and child in the state for every 
Sunday and holiday in the year. 
It is 
probable that similar losses occur each 
year in other states. 


DRYING THE UTENSIIiS. 


Much emphasis has been laid upon 
thorough cleaning of dairy utensils, 
and rightly so, but the process of dry- 
ing Is equally as important in warm 
weather. 
Drying should not be done 
with a cloth, but by heaUng tha uten- 
sils in hot water, steam or oven aufli-.

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HOG RAISING OUTSIDE THE CORN m . T 


Advantages Possessed By Other Sections in Which the Indastry Might E^asfly Be Extended With 


Great Profit. , 


The Imperative need for an abun- 
dant food supply this year demands 
an increase in pork production. 
All 
the agricnltaral authorities unite in 
declaring that the live-stock holdings 
of farmers already are too low and 
that they must not be reduced further 
in order to obtain greater yields of 
staple crops. 
Fortunately this is not 
necessary. 
Hog raising can be ex- 
tended in many sections of the country 
where it is now of little importance 
and the total supply of human food 
increased accordingly. 


At the present time a large part of 
our pork comes from the few states 
in the com belt, where it is the com- 
mon belief that hog raisers possess 
advantages that farmers in other sec- 
tloos lack. 
This, however. Is not al- 
together true. 
The south, the east, 
and the extreme west possess advan- 
tages of their own and there is no 
reason why the industry should not 
be developed extensively in those re- 
g i t ^ . 


The south has an abundance of vege- 
tation. 
Cowpeas, 
soybeans, 
velvet 
beans, and peanuts are 
leguminous 
crops which do well there and have 
great 
value 
In pig 
raising. 
Corn 
grows rapidly In all parts of 
the 
south and In the subtropical sections 
the experience of feeders with cas- 
sava Indicates that It has consider- 
able value for pork production, 
in 
addition, there is generally an abun-

raising. 
Tha 
truck farms waste each year a vast 
amount 
of 
unmartcetable 
products 
that might be used with profit in 
feeding hogs. 
Oni the daily farms 
such by-products as skim milk and 


botterrallk are especially reHshed by 
by growing pigs and can be profitably 
ntllised by them. 
Furthermore, clo< 
•er, 
blue-grmss, 
and 
other 
forage 
crops well adapted for raising swine 
grow rapidly in nearly every section 
of the east. 
Com, too. Is sueceoBfuI. 
In some sections the average yield 
per acre being greater than that of 
the middle west. 


In the extreme west the alfalfa of the 
Irrigated valleys and the clover of the 
coast districts fumiah a good founda- 
tion for SQCceasful pork production. 
In most of these regions there is an 
abundance of small grain, particularly 
barley, that may often be fed econo- 
mically, and com is successful in some 
localities. 


Hitherto, when com has been cheap 
and abundant, it has been used so 
aztenslvely for feeding to hogs that 
thare Is a widespread notion that it is 
the beet feed. 
Investigations, 
how- 
ever, have shown that it has Its dis- 
advantages as well as its advantages. 
When It Is the exclusive grain feed, 
breeding stock are not as prolific as 
en a varied ration and for fattening 
purpoaes aa exclusive com 
diet is 
not generally profitable. 
The hog is 
naturally a heavy an^ promiscuous 
eater. 
He thrives best where pas- 
tufes are plentiful and grain crops, 
nuts, or rootm are most abnndant Ha 
must have water at all times, and 
shatter in winter. 
If thcae condi- 
tions ara met, hog raising can be 
made profitable outalda of tbe eom 
belt aa wall as In it. 


A Handy Farm Gate 


An excellent gate for use where 
four lots come together is a turn- 
stile gate. 
This will enable one gate 
to answer Instead of four. 
The end 
posts are two and qne half feet from 
the center post on which the gate 
turns. 
An Inch iron pin eighteen in- 
ches long and twelve Inches in the 
post that the gate is framed on and 
six Inches in the post in the ground, 
does the work.

York and other big cities this fat is 
so highly esteemed that it brings as 
much as $1.10 per pound. 
So great is 
the demand for this fat that many 
people make a business of collecting it 
from butchers and others who dress 
poultry before delivering it to cus- 
tomers. 
Housewives would do well to 
insist on having it delivered if they 
buy their poultry dressed. 
By using 
chicken fat in cooking they can cut 
down the amount of fat they must 
buy for that purpose. 
To prepare It. 
try it out in a double boiler or other 
vessel .set in hot water until the fat 
just melts away from the tissues and 
can be poured off. 
This fat becomes 
rancid easily and should be kept cool 
and covered like butter, and used In a 
very few days. Chicken fat, like gooaa 
fat. may be used for shortening In 
cakes, such as spice cake, where tha 
seasoning used will mask any flavor 
which the fat might have. 
It can 
also be used for frying the chicken 
itself or other meats and for wannias 
vegetables, etc.

Washington, July 14.—With 984 of 
the 4,559 exemption districts still un- 
heard from today, an accurate 
pre- 
diction as to the date of the 
great 
drawing under the army selective con- 
scription 
law still 
was 
impossible. 
Most of the officials who are closely 
watching the situation believed how- 
ever that all would be ready in time 
for the drawing next week. 


More than 400 districts filed their 
reports of organization yesterday and 
last night. 
The bulk of those miss- 
ing districts are in large cities and will 
report about the same time. 
It has 
been estimated that New York City 
reports will be complete by Wednes- 
day or Thursday. 


Appeal Boards Await Action. 


Meanwhile nominations for the dis- 
trict appeal boards still awaited 
ac- 
tion by President Wilson. 
The full 
list of men recommended for his se- 
lection has been submitted by Briga- 
dier General Crowder, provost marshal 
general. 
There will be no need to de- 
lay the drawing for these nominations 
as the appeal 
boards will have 
no 
functions to perform until the actual 
extamination 
of men by the 
district 
boards has commenced. 


Newspapers in the big 
population 
centers of the country are beginning 
to realize more clearly every day the 
magnitude of the task before them in 
announcing the order for appearance 
of each registrant.

only the numbers of the men who are 
likely to be called to make up the 687,- 
000 to be drafted for military service. 
In each state the number 
that 
will 
mean from each district in the state 
"is now being determined by the gov- 
ernor. 


Allotments VVlli Vary. 


In many states allotment of quotas 
may range widely. 
One district may 
be called upon for several 
hundred 
men and another for only two or three, 
due to credits for volunteers, distribu- 
tion of 
registrants or other 
factors 
which the governors are 
considering 
in 
making 
allotments. 
The 
results 
will be that for one district the papers 
may be able to publish at once names 
of the men who will be first to appear 
and also additional names in order of 
liability to cover probable- exemptions. 


Another factor in the drawing that 
may prove puzzling, is the fact t h a t 
the rotation numbers will not be the 
same in every district. 
For instance, 
if the largest district has 7,000 men 
registered and the smallest 187, and 
the others range between, 7,000 n u m - 
bers would have to be drawn. 
The 
first serial 
n u m b e r 
might be 6,775. 
That would mean that number 6,775 
would be 
first 
up 
in every district 
which 
had 
6,775 men or more. 
It 
would mean nothing to any 
district 
with less than 6,775 registrants. 


The second number drawn might be 
25. 
Then in all small districts, num- 
ber 25 would be first up, but in dis- 
tricts having 6,775 or more registrants, 
number 25 would come second.

TODAY BUY 
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HOUSE SETS AN EXAMPLE. 


With a diligence and unanimity that tend 
to amaze no less than to gratify, the house 
has passed the bill appropriating $640,000,000 
for-a stupendous airplane program. There was 
practically no noise-making and there was no 
division at all. 


This is so contrary to the precedents, in such 
contrast with the incontinent waste of time 
that has been for the most part the rule in 
' dealing with the various legislative matters 
relating to the war, and so conspicuously an 
example if not plainly a hint to the senate, 
which is still drooling and puling over the 
food control bill, it is to be hoped the country 
may take note approvingly of the conduct of 
the house. 


It was in the chamber of the house not 
many years ago that statesmen, solemnly wise 
and profoundly conscientious in their steward- 
ship of the people's money, stood up and de- 
nounced as fatuous folly and wilful waste any 
further expenditure of public funds to finance 
Prof. Langlcy's experiments with airplanes. 
The air was not man's element, they thun- 
dered with congressional ponderousness, and 
he never would conquer it. It was chimerical, 
vain and foolish to suppose that he could and 
a sinful dissipation of revenues to put any 
more of the nation's cash into the* ludicrous 
experiments of an old man whose head had 
turned with the zeal of his dream. 


Not many are left of the connrressional sages 
who raised that reek of narrowness and 
stupidity. 
Those who yet remain to graei | 
those historic halls with their imaginaiioii ajid : 
their ideals of progress have seen what came j 
of the doddering old Smithsonian professor's' 
visions and hallucinations. Within a dec-de 
and a half of the day in which they lifted their 
protesting voices against the Langley experi- 
ments, they vote well on to three-quarters of 
a billion in unbroken bulk to fijiance the 
Langley idea as the one promising expedient 
by which democracy is to triumph over au- 
'tocracy in the greatest Avar of all time. 


We trust the readiness and unanimity of 
the representatives in passing the airplane ap- 
propriation bill stand for the token that the 
house wholly believes in the efficiency of the 
means proposed for crushing a ruthless enemy 
and that it does not in any wise nor to ajiy 
degree represent a subtle design of that body 
to get rid of a great matter easily by passing 
the buck to the senate in well-justified faith 
that the upper branch may be safely trusted 
to pass nothing that it can destroy with its 
, "breath or defeat by obstructions. No unkind 
'¡intimations are borne by this suggestion. We 
,)iope our doubt is foolish and our fear wholly 
misplaced. 


To the merit of the thing itself words can 
¡do but a poor measure of justice. It means, 
'¿f the senate shall acquiesce, that supremacy 
'in the air is to be taken by America, which 
gaye the airplane to the world, and it means 
also that the most powerful of the quickly 
jBvailable weapons against autocracy is to be 
turned upon the enemy. 
The amount of 
money appropriated seems prodigious,' but if 
it will turn the tide and rule the fate of war, 
U becomes a mere bagatelle. 
., 


made an end of. That is the historic course 
of political reforms and advancements. 


We believe the promoters and leaders of 
this movement will find their new portion of 
work just made necessary to be much easier 
than heretofore. Public expectation has been 
awakened by the preparation afoot to deal at 
the polls with the arrangements and public 
interest has beeo, sharply focused on the 
work of making a new constitution. There is 
a big asset in this that will be realized when 
the question of voting on the proposition to 
hold a convention comes forward again, as it 
will. Three years ago when the people of the 
state failed to give the needed majority to a 
similar proposition their failure was due 
greatly to a default of interest in it. There 
had been little public discussion of the pro- 
posal and thousands of votes were lost to it 
not by reason of antagonism to the purpose, 
but wholly from ignorance that it was for- 
ward to be voted upon or from indolence of 
spirit concerning it. There is today no such 
widespread ignorance of the purpose to put 
an end to the constitution and there is no such 
indifference of spirit to the doing of the work. 
The women of Indiana have a newly created 
and positive interest in this movement. Only 
through the success of it can their political 
equality, partially set up by the last legisla- 
ture, be made complete. The women of Indi- 
ana will do much to carry forward the sup- 
plementary movement that has become neces- 
sary. 


The way may be opened to an early submis- 
sion of the question of a convention to the 
people, but even if that shbuld not fall out, 
there is little reason to doubt that the next 
regular session of the legislature will promptly 
enact necessary measures to that end. And, 
whether soon .or late, there is but one verdict 
probable when the people are given another 
chance at the question. The supreme court's 
decision can hardly have failed to impress the 
citizenship of Indiana that there should be 
revision of the constitution at least to the 
extent of making revision itself a thing of 
reasonably practicable political effort by the 
people.

What is going on behind the almost im- 
penetrable curtain that conceals Germany's 
internal social conditions and political affairs 
from the world outside can at best be only 
inferred. That the government is undergoing 
changes of personnel is known. How far that 
predicates changes of policy or the rising of 
popular sentiments that cannot be ignored, 
must be guessed at. Certainly something of 
vast consequence and grave portent in pro- 
ceeding- to cause the kaiser to belie Gerniany's 
consisicnt boast that of all the great povvcrs 
in tlic ^var his government is the sole example 
(.f ijiiit}' and .Steadfastness. 


Dr. von Belhniaini-Iiolhveg has resigjied the 
chanceljoi'.shi]). That is knovrn. It was a per- 
sistont rumor for several days before the news 
(if it was aece})tably veriiied. 
Dr. Georg 
I\Iichaelis, the first man to come up from the 
mass to the chancellory of the German em- 
pire, is the kaiser's choice for the vacated 
place. Just what that may exactly mean will 
not be disclosed until the new chancellor shall 
A 


have uttered his salutatory in the reichstag, 
an event for which the stage will be set late 
this week. Meanwhile, a majority body in the 
reichstag has approved a resolution for in- 
troduction that declares peace terms must be 
on a basis of no annexations and no indemni- 
ties. That ought to furnish the new chancellor 
plenty to give historic mark to liis induction 
into his great office and it may bring the pan- 
Germans into position where the throne and 
the war party will have to accept the chal- 
lenge or give in. 
It is not likely that the 
kaiser, with the tide of democracy rising 
within his realm as it has risen about him 
without will care to have the dynasty put to 
too stern a test just at this time. 
Germany 
needs all her resources, material and moral, 
for the war. 


Many speculations are incited and much 
hope encouraged by the turbulent political 
state of Germany. The German people seem 
to be on the eve of a glowing opportunity to 
greatly liberalize if not positively to democ- 
ratize their nation and its government. 
It 
will be much a pity for them if they shall 
slumber past the struck hour for their emerg- 
ence into the light of freedom and to partici 
pation in the privileges of democracy. 


But the thing is going forward in Germany. 
Enough comes out of the country to indicate 
that. 
And much more may be in progress 
than the outside world has been given any 
opportunity even to suspect. 
Russia over- 
turned so suddenly that it amazed the world. 
What the sodden hordes of Russia made out 
to achieve surely is not beyond the contriv- 
ances of German intelligence, education and 
mass power.

word 
"embargo." 


Pi-esident 
Wilson 
has 
proclaimed 
to the world that after July 
J.5 no 
commodity that is essential 
to 
the 
making of war may be shipped from 
this country to any other country with- 
out license. 


This means that no licenses will be 
granted for the export of a ton of food 
or material that can by any possibility 
find its way to Germany. 


First tlie necessities of the people 
of the United States will be considered, 
next tlie requirements of our allies. 
If 
there is anything left, the neutral na- 
tions will be allowed to purchase it, but 
only in such quantities as are absolute- 
ly neccssary for their own use. 


It will be up to the neutrals to prove 
what their necessities are and to give 
such guarantees as will 
satisfy 
the 
president that there will be no tran- 
shipment to Germany. 


The president's' embargo proclama- 
tion is by far the most important ac- 
tion this government has taken since 
it declared war against Germany. Our 
military preparations are of 
course 
vital but they cannot possibly be effec- 
tive for many months. 


The embargo hits Germany 
now, 
and hits her in her most vulnerable 
spot—her stomach. 


There is not the slightest doubt that 
millions upon millions of tons of jood 
and other materials have been leaking 
into Germany from the United States 
through the neutral countries contigu- 
ous to Germany. 


So long as this continued the effort 
to bring Germany to, her knees by eco- 
nomic pressure was bound to fail. 


Yet the embargo 
policy 
involved 


such a violent change in our attitude 
as to the rights of neutrals that wc 
have adopted it only as a last resort. 


That we have been forced to adopt 
it and virtually say to the neutral na- 
tions, "Fight with us or eat with Ger- 
many," is due in great measure to the 
cowardice and cupidity of the neutrals 
themselves. 


Germany has stood and is standing 
over them with 
the 
threat 
of 
tiie 
mailed fist if they do not help feed 
her. And at the same time she threat- 
ens, she tempts with unheard-of prices 
for what she wants. 


As soon as Uncle 
Sam's 
embargo 
gets into good working order there 
not only will not be any surplus food 
in the neutral countries; there will ac- 
tually be such a food scarcity that they 
will all have to go on a ration basis. 


For America and her allies are not 
going to permit the people of neutral 
nations to eat three square meals a 
day at the allies' expense unless these 
nations earn this right by joining them 
in the war against German autocracy. 


It is not considered at all unlikely 
in diplomatic circles here that Amer- 
ica's embargo will force the neutrals 
one by one into the war against Ger- 
many. 


It is argued that the neutral states- 
men will very soon see that this is lit- 
erally a world Avar in which every na- 
tion must choose one side or the other 
and bear its full share of the burden 
or be crushed .between the two great 
contending forces. 
Tliere is not one 
of the neutrals tliat is anywhere near 
self-su.staining from the standpoint of 
food. They are all absolutely depend- 
ent on the allies for their surplus and 
to a great extent for the shipping to 
bring it to them. 


The situation of such neutrals as 
Holland, Denwark, Sweden and Nor- 
way is, to say the least, unenviable. 


What the future may have :n store 
for them no man can even guess. 


But then, so far as that goes, the 
same may be said of the belligerent 
nations. 


Nebraska and the Dakotas will also

A "League of Soldiers and Incapaci- 
tated" has been formed in Berlin, re- 
ports the Cologne Gazette. 
Comment- 
ing on its program of radical demands, 
especially those which call for special

Special legislation guaranteeing per- 
manent welfare of Incapacitated sol- 
diers. 


Compulsory employment In indus- 
tries of all kinds of a certain percent- 
age of incapacitated men on the same 
wages as those paid to able-bodied 
workmen.

The recommendation of the interstate 
commerce commission, repeated in its 
latest annual report, "that the use of 
steel cars in passenger train service be 
required," seems in a fair way toward 
bcinii carried out wifhout further effort 
on the part of the commission. 
Only 
three wooden cars for passenger service 
were built in 1916 and only ten wooden 
cars for passenger train service were 
under construction on Jan. 1, 1917. 


The building of wooden passenger train 
cars has practically ceased. The bulletin 
of the special committee on railway oper- 
ation shows that there were in passen- 
ger train service on Jan. 1, 1909, approxi- 
mately 6-29 all steel cars and 673 cars 
having steel luiderframes.

"China is 
like a boy who has grown up without 
ever having had an opportunity to as- 
sociate with other boys. When he gets 
out among the boys he has to loarn 
how to play,

The men who have been trying to re- 
establish the empire are mostly in the 
northern part of the country and have 
their headquarters 
in Peking. 
They 
represent the old order—they believe 
in a monarchy." 


"Do you think China will go back- 
wards and become an empire again?" 
asked Helen. 


"Nothing really goes backwards in 
this world—in the long run, every- 
thing goes forward," said Uncle Harry. 
"The world is fast learning that em- 
pires and rulers must go and that 
the people of the nations must rule 
themselves. 
It may take many years

Fine Gooseberry Pies 
Use But Little Sugar 


Gooseberries are in season now, and 
are delicious for pies, sauces, trifles, 
tarts and biscuits. 
If . they are pre- 
pared by the method given below, one- 
third of the sugar needed usually will 
be saved and the tartness to which 
many people object will be absent. 


Gooseberry 
Sauce—Remove 
the 
blossom and stem of a quart of goose- 
berries. 
Put the berries into a wire 
basket or strainer and 
plunge 
into 
boiling water for two minutes, then 
remove and plunge into cold water. 
Drain and put the berries into a sauce- 
pan with two cups of cold water, and 
bring to a boil. 
Then add one and 
three-quarter cupfuls of 
granulated 
sugar and boll twenty minutes, stirring 
frequently. 
This amount will make 
one pie in a seven-inch plate and one 
pint of sauce. 


Gooseberry Pie—Line the plate with 
piecrust, made as usual, 
and 
then 
sprinkle the dough with two table- 
spoonfuls of flour. Put two and one- 
half cupfuls of stewed 
gooseberries 
into the crust. 
Wet the edges with 
milk, cover and brush the top with 
milk, and bake in a moderate oven for 
thirty minutes. 


Gooseberry 
Trifle—^The 
materials 
required are two cupfuls of stewed 
gooseberries, one-fourth of a cup of 
pearl tapioca, one of water, one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful of salt and six marsh- 
mallows. 
Soak the tapioca in the cold 
water for two hours.

Uncle Sam's original 
family tree, is the most cheering of all 
fruits. 
Cherries are supposed to have 
certain bracing or tonic 
properties 
which give them a medicinal value. 


But the cherry la not to be eaten 
uncooked unless it is perfectly ripe. 
Cooking processes, however, are con- 
sidered best when most simple. 
This 
is true of all the ways of canning and 
preserving cherries. 


Clierry Salad. 
Stone very ripe cherries and place 
a nut meat in each. 
Serve on lettuce 
with mayonnaise dressing. 
Garnish 
with whipped cream. 


Cherry Batter Pndtflng. 
Stone 3 cupfuls ripe cherries, mix 
with V4 cupful sugar, drain and dredge 
with flour. Beat 2 eggs and mix with 
1 pint milk and tablespoonful melted 
butter. Add 4 cupfuls flour which has 
been «ifted with 2 teaspoonsful baking 
powder and 1 teaspoonful of salt. 
Stir 
in the cherries ai^d turn into a well 
greased pudding dish. 
Steam 3 hours. 
Serve 
with 
hard 
sauce. 
Individual 
pudd.ings steamed in cups can be made 
with this batter. 


Dried CherH^ 
Ston« the cherries and stew with a 
little aucMT but no water. 
Spread on 
platten «nd dry In « slow ovvn. .Cook 


cess until all syrup is used, drying fruit 
every time syrup is added. 


Canned Cherries. 


To 6 quarts of washed cherries allow 
IH quarts sugar and 1 cupful water. 
If cherries are stoned save all Juice. 
Put the sugar and water in the pre- 
serving kettle, and stir over the fire 
until the sugar is dissolved. 
Put in the 
¿herries and heat slowly to the boiling 
point. 
Boil 10 minutes, 
skimming 
carefully. 
Turn into sterilized fruit 
Jars, using new rubbers. 
After screw- 
ing on tops, invert the jars. Next morn- 
ing, If there Is no leakage, tighten tops 
again, and cover edges of rubbers and 
tops with melted parrafln. 


Pickled Cherries. 


Heat 3 cupfuls vinegar mixed with 
% cupful brown sugar, 1 tablespoonful 
whole cloves, a dozen blades of mace, 
or other preferred spices. 
Boll 5 min- 
utes and cool. 
Wash and stem but do 
not stone 3 quarts of fine, flrm cherries. 
Pack into glass jars or small crocks. 
Strain the vinegar and pour over the 
fruit. Seal immediately. 


Spiced Cherries. 


Stone the cherries and save the juice. 
Allow 3 pounds of sugar to 5 pounds of 
cherries. 
Mix one pint vinegar with 
the sugar, add the cherry juice, one 
tablespoonful each of ground cloves 
and allspice and 2 tablespoons cinna- 
mon.

The decision of the Indiana supreme court, 


Friday, destroying the art of the last general 
assembly that called a constitutional conven- 
tion and provided for all agencies to that end, 
wrings to nothing a vast labor, a heavy ex- 
pense and a great expectation. In a word, 
the decision of the court is that the attempt 
to hold a constitutional convention was initiat- 
ed in the wrong way, without authority of the 
constitution itself and is null and void. That 
ends the matter itself for the time. What the 
legislature had authority to do in respect of 
a constitutional convention was to submit to 
the voters the question whether or not a con- 
stitutional convention should be held. This, 
the court holds, was the only course open to 
the legislature and it further holds that in pro- 
viding for a. constitutional convention the leg- 
islature went directly in contravention of the 
will of the people expressed at the general 
election of 1914, when the question of holding 
i convention was voted upon under authority 
of the act of 1!)13 and overwhelmingly beat- 
en. Iu short, the court constructively says 
that the 1917 legislature undertook to circum- 
vent the verdict of the popular voice as heard 
in 1914. 


It was a contention at the time the mea- 


sure for a constitutional convention was 
pending last winter and it has been since the 
measure was enacted that the procedures tak- 
en for a convention were unconstitutional and 
could not stand, but the friends of the move- 
ment in and out of the legislature were ad- 
vised by able law counsel that it would stand. 
The decision of the court, while effectual to 
destroy the act and prevent the convention, 
does not settle the forensic question.

in history. At one blow, the adminis- 
tration wants to insure one" million 
soldiers and sailors and to prepare to 


Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, 
104 voted in favor of the government 
insuring its men and only four op- 
posed it. 


Edwin F. Sweet, assistant secretary 


of commerce, has worked out a tenta- 
tive plan as follows: 


There is to be created, in connec- 


tion with one of the existing executive 
departments of the government, a sol- 
diers' and sailors' indemnity bureau 


plished in one day. They are the outward 
expression of a .suppressed process and 
extends over generations and over mil- 
lions of unconscious workers, who, never- 
theless, form a part of the irreaistibl* 
stream.

would leave only $4,000,000 to be ap- 
plied to the risks. 


If the government itself insured the 


men, there would be no expense in 
connection with agents, medical exam- 
iners, etc., so it could'take the risks at 
much less cost than tho companies. 
At a meeting of insurance company 
representatives the 
other 
day with 


This insurance will cover partial or 


:otal disability as well as death. All 
losses will be paid in regular install- 
ments. All adjustments will be made 
with the least possible delay. As con- 
crete evidence of the government's ob- 
ligation a certificate or policy may be 
given each soldier' and sailor. In ad- 
dition, each man may buy extra in- 
surance to the amount of $6,000 on 
terms as favorable as in peace times, 
the government issuing 
the policy. 


The scale of indemnity for injuries is 
being worked out. 


It is also proposed to center in this 


Indemnity bureau the paying of sep- 
aration allowances to the dependents 
of soldiers and sailors. This has nev- 
er been done in this country, but Can- 
ada and England 
have 
done 
it 


throughout this war. 


In order to carry out these in- 


surance and allowance plans specific 
legislation and appropriations will 
required, but it is not anticipated con- 
gress will balk, as the subject will 
come very close to millions of fam-

"drying" fruits and vegetables instead 
o£ canning them. 


To encourage their industry. Uncle 


Sam's kitchen experts have sont out a 
special bulletin which tells the pru- 
dent and provident housewife how she 
can help herself while also helping 
him. 


Drying offers 
a means 
of saving 


large quantities of surplus products 
which go to waste each year, says the 
government pamphlet. 
Drying also 


affords a way of conserving portions 
of food too small for canning. 


The drying may be done in the sun 


over the kitchen stove, or before tin 
electric fan. Homemade driers aro 
satisfactory. 


A good homemade drier should hav 


the following features: 


1. It should bo light. easy to oper 


ate. of simple construction, inexpen 
sive. and. as nearly as possible, non 
inflammable. 


2. It should permit a free circula 


tion of air. to allow the rapid removn 
of the air after It has passed over the 
vegetables and absorbed moisture. 


3. It should provide for protection 


of the food product kgainst dust, in- 
sects, .etc. 


4. It should protect the materials 


rom 
being moistened 
by 
steam, 


moke, rain, or dew while drying. 


A cheap and satisfactory drier for 
se over the kitchen 
stove can be 


made from small-mesh galvanized wire 
netting and strips of wood about one- 
halt inch thick and two inches wide. 
The screen may be tacked directly on 
he framework to make the' drying 
shelves, or the framework can be made 
to support separate trays. 
By using 


two laths nailed together the frame- 
work can be stiffened find larger trays 
mado if desirable. 


This form can be suspended from 


the ceiling over the stove and will 
utilize the hot air which rises during 
the cooking hour. It can be raised out 
of the way or swung to one side by a 
crane made of lath when the stove 
is required for cooking, and lowered 
or sw-jng back to utilize the heat which 
otherwise would be wasted when the 
top of the stove is not in use. 


The lath crane is fastened to the 


wall by a hinge made of a turn of trite 
with a loop bent around the upright. 
The looped wire ia hung on nnlla driven 
Into the wall and then bent upward at 
right angles.

Bat fruit every day. 
Canned fruits 


are good. Cooked fruit is often bettei? 
than dubious fresh fruit, but soma 
fresh fruit is essential. 


Vegetables are among the most val- 


uable foods we have. 
As age ad- 


vances the consumption of flesh foods 
should be decreased and that of fruits 
and vegetables, 
especially those of 


bulky character and low food value, 
such as lettuce, tomatoes, carrots, turr

nips, oyster 
plant, 
celery, parsnips, 


should be increased. 


Most Americans eat too much meat 


and flesh foods, the principal foods 
furnishing protein (meat is a concen- 
trated form of protein.) 
According 


to what are regarded as the best in- 
vestigations, protein should be gen- 
erally about 10 per cent, of the total 
number of calories, or heat units, con- 
sumed. 


When protein is taken in excess 'of 


the body's needs added work is given 
the liver and kidneys. Furthermore, \ 
flesh foods in abundance produce an

excess of acids, tend to putrifaction 
and contain elements which produce 
uric acid. 


Some hard foods are • necessary to 


eating for efficiency. 
They requiring 


chewing, which is good for the teettt 
and insures the flow of saliva and gas- 
tric Juice. 


Then there are certain small com- 


ponents called 
vitamins which aro 


diminished 
in foods in the cooking 


process. 
These vitamins are very im- 


portant to the well being of the body. 
They are found in the skin of coating 
of grains, in the yolk of eggs, in raw 
milk, fresh fruit and vegetables. Oth- 
er necessary substances, lipolds, are 
also known to be necessary to growth 
and health. 


Try to have some bulky food, some 


raw food, some whole cereal, somo 
fruit and some milk in your diet each 
day and you need not worry about 
vitamins or lipoids. Let the family be 
weighed occasionally—twice a month 
if possible. If they are above average 
weight for a?e and height, they need 
less fuel (sugar, starches, fats;) ' if 
below average and losing they need 
more fuel. 


Bat high protein foods (meat, flsh, 


fowl, eggs) only once a day in mod- 
erate amount. Have one or two .meat- 
less days a week.

Five Secretaries With 
Each Brigade — Social 
Funds Raised for Good 
Work. 


(By REV. CHAS. STELZLE.) 


The army and navy department of 


the Young Men's Christian association 
is mobilizing Its forces rapidly for the 
war with Germany. 


For every brigade 
of about 5,000 


men It will have a staff of five trained 
secretaries. Even before war was de- 
clared 150 men of experience were 
giving their entire time to the army 
and navy work of the Young Men's 
Christian association. 
In addition to 


these specialists, it may call upon the 
staffs of practically every association 
in the United States for special serv- 
ice, and ther are over 2,000 such asso- 
ciations in this country having over 
4,000 employed officers. 


Under normal conditions the annual 


budget of the army and navy depart- 
ment amounts to $350,000. A special 
war budget has been raised for our 
war with Germany. The department 
spent $300,000 
in its work ' on the

This should 
then be made up to a. cupful and di- 
luted with three 
wore cupfuls of 


water, and then poured.into a bottle 
and tightly corked. Add a" teaspoon- 


ful of this stock solution to each two 
gallon pail of drinking water, thor- 
oughly mixing it and allowing it to 
stand for ten minutes. This will give 
about one-half part o£ free chlorine 
to a million parts of water, which 
will destroy all typhoid or dysentery 
producing germs.

Among those who are opposed to a new 


constitution for Indiana there are few who 
will deny that in some respects the state's 
constitution ought to be revised or amended. 
These and those of more radical mind ought 
to have no trouble getting together on the 
proposition that at least the- pains should be 
taken to get into the constitution a way to 
amend it that will not defeat itself by very 
! cuinbrousness and difiiculty. The constitution 


of Indiana, admirably as it has served, is a 
clumsy instrument, as\we now see with much 
plainness. 


The decision of the Indiana supreme court 
Yiday, destroying the act of the last general 
assembly that called a constitutional conven- 
ion and providedd'or all agencies to that end 
brings to nothing a vast labor, a heavy ex 
pense and a great expectation. In a word 
he decision of the court is that the attempt 
to hold a constitutional convention was initiat 
ed in the wrong way, without authority of the 
constitution itseK-and is null and void. Tha 
ends the matter?itself for the time. "\Yhirf th 
legislature had .authority to do in respect o 
a constitutional convention was to submit t 
the voters the question whether or not a coi 
stitutional contention should be held. Tin 
the court holds, was the only course open t 
the legislature audit further holds that in pro- 
viding for a constitutional convention the leg- 
islature went directly in contravention of the 
will of the people expressed at the general 
election of 1914,,when the question of holding 


convention was>voted upon under authority 
f the act of 1913 and overwhelmingly beat- 
n. In short, the court constructively says 
hat the 1917 legislature undertook to circum- 
'ent the verdict of the'popular voice as heard

When canary cages have not been 


nicely cared for and the birds do not 
sing and seem to be dull and miserable 
it is probable that they are infected 
with vermin. 


There are two forms of this parasite 


which trouble the little songsters. The 
gray lousp is the most common. It has 
a long slender body and a large head, 
which has strong jaws. The louse does 
not suck the bird's blood, but its sharp 
claws dig into the skin and cause an 
irritation. 
The louse lays countless 


eggs on the feathers of the birds, which 
are attached by a sort of gum. 
It 


doesn't take the insect long to hatch, 
and in a.ferw weeks they are ready to 
torment the life out of the bird as did 
their parents before them. If insect 
powder fpyrotbrum) is put on the 
bird's plumage by means of a small 
bellows the lice may be killed. Two 
or three applications at weekly inter- 
vals will most likely be found sufficient 
to kill them all. Be careful not to get 
the powder into the bird's eyes or 
throat or cars. 


The other creature is much smaller 


—so small that it is hardly visible to 
the naked eye. Though the pests an 
white, they usually appear red. thei 
hue being red because of the Moot 
ihey suck from their unwilling victims 
They appear at 
night, harboring 


themselves in nooks and crannies o 
the cage by day. They come especial!; 
in wooden cages, where they can fin< 
cracks to hide themselves in. Whe 
they are discovered the cage should b 
washed thoroughly in a solution of wa 
ter to which has been added an ounc 
of carbolic acift. Also immersing th 
cage-in boiling water will usually ki 
this form of lice.

Op to this time the airmen of the Unit- 


efl States—professionals and amateurs— 
have been getting only scraps of mtorma- 
tlon about conditions they -would meet In 
different localities. ' All airmen know 
something of aerial conditions from ex- 
perience, and the Weather Bureau has 
supplied a little information, but there 
has been no scientific or thorough .re- 
search into conditions up above. 


Work in Germany. 


One result of this lack of information 


was the long list of fatalities at Fensa- 
cola and San Diego; another result was 
America lagging behind the European 
countries in aviation. 


Germany was dotted with aerological 


stations—at least a score of them—long 
before the war, and her professors were 
studying aerial conditions night and day. 
The professors became as familiar with 
the aerial roads as they were with the 
land roads. ' Up to the day the war start, 
cd the reports of German explorations 
crmo to the acrological division of the 
Weather Bureau in Washington with reg- 
ularity. 
They were leading tho world 


with their discoveries. 


If wasn't until the special session or 


Congress this .spring that the Weather 
Bureau, could get an adequate appropri- 
ation for aerial exploration. 


"Give us only $100.000 for exploration," 


said Chief William R. Blair of the acro- 
logical division, "and it will save the lives 
ot hundreds ot American aviators. The 
mer. at the army and navy training sta- 
tk.ns are testing for information, to pro- 
tect themselves, ar.d we don't have th<5 
facilities to net the information they 
nesC." 


Station in Nebraska. 


The appropriation of 5100,000 passed, 


the bill reading ."for aerological work In 


alfi of aeronautics," and the money was 
available July X. 
• in anticipation of this fund. Chief Blair 
of the aerological division prepared to 
start the work at once, the immediate 
object being to place aerological station? 
at Pensacola, San Diego, Mineola and, 
the emergency stations, where men will 
be trained for Hying. Each station will 
caie for such a sufficiently wide area 
that, if they are well scattered, twenty 
stations will cover the entire country. 


The Drexel Aerological Station in Ne- 


braska will give an idea of what tne sta- 
tions are like and the sort of exploration 
work that is done. 


The iirst aerologlcai station, by the 


way. was at Mount Weather, about tlfty 
miles west of Washington In tho Blue 
Ridge Mountains. It was abandoned, 
however, because of abnormal weather 
conditions, and the Drexel station opened 
in Nebraska about two years ago. 


The army has a balloon experimental 


station at Fort Omaha, which Is only 
several miles from the Drexel station, 
ami the two stations have been co-oper- 
ating fo. two years. Another reason t&at 
the station was located In Nebraska Is 
because it is a flat country, where weath- 
er conditions are similar to the enu. 
Middle West. 


The Drexel station was opened by Ctilt 
F.lah. ant he makes frequent trips then 
to keep In close touch with the explora. 
tlon work that Is being done. The gov- 
ernment purchased a forty-aero 
farm 


there, and on it were a farmhouse, 
where the aerological experts now live: 
a granary that is used as a kite shed, a 
carpenter shop. In which kites are bull;, 
and'a power plant. Tho entire forty acrco 
are in one field, and in the center of It 
L> a small roundhouse. In which Is a mo-

More- 
over, the pits and banks can not be 
opened during wet or rainy weather 
without risk of injuring all the stock 
li them. BO that it is not uncommon 
for growers to be unable, because of 
weather conditions, to get out their 
potatoes at the very time that the. 
market demand for them is greatest. 


These difficulties can be done away 


with to a great extent by the proper 
use. management and construction ot 
gweet potato storage houses. Records 
covering the storage in such buildings 
of Z28.318 bushels Of potatoes for an] 
average period of 124 days show the- 
average decay to be only 2.45 per cent.
